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D. A. V.’s Against

Dear Editor: 
The members of San Jose Chapt- 
er No. 11, Disabled American Vet- 


erans of the World War, would 
deeply appreciate the publication of 
the following letter in your paper 
relative to the National Economy 
League. 

With the “Lame Duck” session of 
Congress about to convene, the at- 
tention of the public is directed to 
the expenditures of the Federal 
Government on behalf of the dis- 
abled ex-service man. In leading 
this attack on veteran expenditures, 
the National Economy League has 
been quick to realize the opportunity 
to secure a hearing from Congress 
a “Lame Duck” session being notori- 
ously reactionary. As a part of this 
movement, well-paid journalists and 
“ghost writers” for the League have 
been flooding the magazines and the 
press with attacks on sne World 
War veterans, styling them “Treas 
ury-raiders” and “Pay-triots.” 

This National Economy 
was recently formed by a group of 
multi-millionaires, income-tax pay- 


ers, and Wall Street bankers. They | 


have secured as “front men” such 
well known persons of Admiral 


Byrd, Admiral Sims, General Persh- | 


ing, Archy Roosevelt, and Al Smith. 
A program of drastic reductions in 
benefits to disabled veterans has 
been formulated. Though the laws 
providing the present benefits are 
the result of fourteen year of care- 
ful study by experts on veteran 
problems, this League proposes, af- 
ter a very brief survey, to destroy 
he entire structure to save them- 
«elves a few millions in income-tax 
( payments. 

A comprehensive study of the 
Economy League proposals will show 
conclusively that veterans with 

ervice connected disabilities will 


“suffer as well are other groups, if 


their program is successful, in spite 
of the repeated false assurance of 
the League’s spokesman. We call at- 
tention to the “aims” as listed by 
this League:

The figures of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration show that about $204,- 
000,600 is spent to compensate serv- 
ice connected disabilities. It will 
readily be seen that the League’s 
proposal will reduce each veteran’s 
compensation about 33 1-3 per cent. 
With the average compensation for 
a wounded or disabled veteran now 
less than $40 per month, we are 
sure no fair-minded citizen will 
countenance this item in an “eccn- 
omy” program. 

With waiting lists of those suffer- 
ing disabled in the office of every 

Vaterans Admiinistration hospital, 
j the further proposals of the League 
to close hospitals and cease con- 
struction is positively inhuman. Be- 
sides, the refusal of the Federal 
Government to care for these men 
| will be merely “passing the buck” 
to the local authorities—an increas- 
eq burden on the average taxpayer 
who supports state and county hos- 
pitads—for common humanity de- 
mands that these suffering war vet- 
erans be cared for. 

The balance of the League’s pro- 
sram is in most instances just as 
impr2ctical at this time as the at- 
tack on the aid now received by our 
| Suffering Comrades who served in 
the late war. Our vrganization has

worked unceasingly since its incept- 
ion for the benefit of our more 
seriously handicapped Comrades. 
We now appeal to every just Ameri- 
ean to aid us in staving off this vic- 
ious attack by the National Econ- 
omy League at the expense of ill 
and suffering patriots. 
Finally, we wish to remind 
of the fact that, during this time of 
feneral financial stringency, the 
small sums of money individually 
paid disabled veterans and depend- 
ents make up one of the lest re- 
maining means for circulation of

| people. If this money source were 
| seriously curtailed, as proposed, lo- 
cal charitics would be swamped, 
i hospitals choked, and community 
itaxes raised to provide necessary 
jeare for a great army of indigents. 
i By such a program the National 
Economy League proposes to save 
for some 500 multi-millionaires, a 
poertain sum in income tax payments.
